HANDS OFF THE EYES. 


Pernicious Habit Is That of Bubbm 


the Eyes Whether the Hands 


Are Clean or Not. 
\ 


A habit which many people have 


unconsciously acquired is that of rub- 
bing the eyes with the hands or pick- 
ing at them with the fingers, when- 
ever the eyes feel in the least irri- 
tated. 
The harm done by this com 


mon habit can never be estimated. 
Occasionally painful realities remind 
us forcibly of its danger. 


A few weeks ago a man was riding 


in a Chicago street car. As the seats 
were filled be stood and held to a 
strap. 
His eye itched and 
several 


times he took his hand from the 
strap and rubbed the eye with it. 
Soon after he reached home his eyea 
became badly inflamed and in a short 
time he was unable to see. Upon ex- 
amination the physician came to the 
conclusion that the strap to which the 
man had been holding had 
been in 


contact with the hand of a diseased 
person previously and that the dis- 
ease germs had been carried by the 
hand to the eye, causing blindness. 
At present the man is totally blind, 
and it is a question whether he will 
ever be able to see again. 


No matter how cleanly we are the 


hands are continually coming in con- 
tact with foreign substances, and to 
riib tbp eyes with the hand means 
that we are deliberately carrying the 
Impure matter to one of the most 
delicate and sensitive organs of the 
body. Besides the danger from 
in- 


jurious germs, the irritation which the 
rubbing alone causes 
is harmful. 


Often the eyes itch or seem to blur 
because dust has accumulated in the 
lashes and on the lids. Take a clean 
soft white cloth, dampen it in tepid 
water and wash off the eyes gently. 
Or make a weak -solution fef salt 
water and bathe the eyes In this. Be 
p'ire the hands have been washed 
clean before using them In bathing 
the eyes. Wipe the eyes on a clean 
towel which has not been used for, 
any purpose. 
It seems aji almost 


criminally careless habit to dry eyes 
on a towel which we use for other 
parts of the body and sometimes on 
one which the whole family is using. 
—Orange Judd Farmer.

make more. I found some straw mat- 
ting which had at a previous time 
bpt»n used to cover a chamber floor. It 
was too much worn and soiled to be 
used again for the same purpose, but 
there were portions of it nearly as 
good as new. I took one of these and 
hemmed under each 
end and

made quite a thick fringe 
of raffla. 


The matting was a figured brown and 
white.

Jie most highly valued materials in 
the bands of tbe culinary artist 
throughout southern Europe. 


Oliv« oil is an Manually fine form 


of food. Two ubletspoonfuls of abso- 
lutely pure olive oil contain 
more 


available nourishment than a pound of 
beef. 
At fim glance this statement 


may seem like an overstatement, but 
it Is borne out by tbe most 
careful 


testa. Olive oil is absorbed at once 
Into tbe circulatory system with no 
expenditure 
In 
digestion, whereas 


beef, before it is of use In the bodily 
economy, goes through an elaborate di- 
gestive process which uses up more 
than half the enargy which it con- 
tains. 


Now. olive oil cookery can be made 


attractive and tempting. 
What more 


attractive than the gleam of the piled 
up mayonnaise in the center of 
a 


dainty salad, or how else would you 
obtain the brown crispness of food 
fried in olive oil. which, instead of 
making tbe food difficult of digestion, 
a* is the case when animal fats are 
used for frying, adds to the food value 
of all articles of food fried in it. 


The flavor of a pure unadulterated 


olive oil is most agreeable, yet diffi- 
cult to describe, but best indicated by 
the word nutty. High grade olive oil 
is not greasy; greasy olive oil has 
been made from olives overripe, and it 
is one of the faults most commonly 
found with the medium grades of oils. 
If there is the slightest hint of musty 
odor in the oil it means that the oil 
Was not manufactured under modern 
hygienic methods, but that the olives 
Were allowed to lie after picking un- 
tiil fermented or moldy and

FINE VEGETABLE DISHES. 


More Attention Is Now Being Paid 


to Succulent Vegetables—Sev- 


eral Included Here. 


Cabbage Stew.—Clean and quarter a 


young cabbage, wash well and shreJ 
all four into slices. Peel and slice four 
medium onions. Scrape four carrots 
and quarter them, rejecting hard parts. 
Prepare a quart or more of hot water 
with one ounce butter, salt to taste, 
and one lump of sugar. Put in a layer 
of cabbage, then of carrots, then of 
onions, using two-thirds of the cabbage 
At-the-bottom of the-pot and fill wita 
cabbage. Cover tightly and let it ail 
cook rapidly for half an hour. Thea 
add six or eight good-sized potatoes 
cur in half and let these cook to the 
melting point. When taken off add 
melted butter. The potatoes will melt 
sufficiently to make the liquid as thic.c 
as gravy.

Piquant.—Choose 


40od potatoes and of a size. Bake soft 
cut open with the scissors aud press 
back enough to admit a beaten sauce 
bt' butter and lemon juice, close and 
keep in a warm place. 


Winter Succotash.—Soak dried Lima 


beans three hours In cold water, drain 
and put on to simmer. By the tim? 
they are cooked have ready a can ot 
best sweet green corn cooked with a 
small onion; add the beans. Stir well 
into this seasoning and butter to make 
rich. The beans should turn out well 
If. watched and care is taken to get tlie 
season's drying. It is an agreeable ad- 
dition to the winter table. 


Mushroom Toast.—Cook the mush- 


rooms in a little liquor made from 
stewing the peels and stalks, previous- 
ly cleaned. Then toast'them in hot 
butter and serve on nicely browned 
toast moistened in the liquor. Salt, 
butter, and pepper are all that are re- 
quired. Do nor add herbs or spices. 
The mushroom has a unique Haver and 
that is'the point to get. 


Leek Cutlets.—These must be fine t:> 


start with, large and broad. Cut Olf 
useless leafage down to what would 
make two cutlets of each. Wash well 
beneath the foliage and cook them in 
boiling salted water with one lump o? 
sugar and a teaspoonful of butter. Cook 
rapidly. When tender lift out, drain, 
and cover, and put aside till needed. 
Then dip each in egg and bread crumbs 
Und fry like any cutlet. They are their 
own flavor.—Chicago Tribune. 


tome •mould Be Waahtd Just Before 


Cooking and Others Have 


a Good Soaking. 


"N'evvr wash vegetables until they 


are ready to be cooked." is a maxim 


ll worth reniHulifriuK. if the vege- 


tables in question ha\e b^t-u freshly 
gathered from the garden. But if th*y 
are of the grocery variety, it is often 
uei-essary to soak them In oold water 
for awhile before cooking. 
This is 


especially true of winter roou. like 
potatoes, carrots, bc-*ts and parsnips. 


The best way to took green vege- 


tables is to put them into plenty of 
fast boiling water. The opposite, how- 
ever, is the rule for winter roots. They 
should b« put into cold 
water and 


gradually allowed to come to a boil. 
Rutabaga turuipg will lose their coarse 
rankness if cooked in this way. 


Salt, which renders 
water hard, 


should not be added to it until vege- 
tables have 
begun to cook. 
Some 


green vegetables, like spinach, are put 
into salted water to boil, but peas and 
beans should be cooked in unsalted 
water until they are just ready to be 
taken off. Carrots, beets, potatoes and 
most vegetables are better for not be- 
ing salted till they are half done. Do 
not add soda to «reen vegetables ex- 
cept occasionally. It will improve the 
quality of some old peas and beans, 
and a pinch of it. the size of a pea, 
is about the right amount for a quart 
of water. Sometimes an old-fashioned 
cook will add the soda and then neu- 
tralize It by adding the usual salt. 
In such a case the salt should be added 
Just as the vegetables are being taken 
up. or to the sauce, or brown butter 
that is sometimes served with them. 


Almost all vegetables are better for 


being blanched, especially Brussels 
sprouts, cabbage, turnips and cauli- 
flower. The moment they are done 
pour off the boiling water, cover them 
with very cold water and let them re- 
main in it for a moment or two. Then 
pour oft the water, cover them with 
a cream 
sauce and reheat 
them. 


Sometimes, If the vegetable Is of a par- 
ticularly rank flavor, it will be better 
for several successive blanchings In 
fresh water. When boiling onions or 
cabbages, if you pour off Uie boiling 
A'ater from time to time and imme- 
diately add fresh cold water, the odor 
will never penetrate to the adjoining 
rooms. 
The vegetables, too. will be 


delicate and in no way injured by the 
treatment. 
This method is especially 


recommended 
for 
yellow 
turnips, 


which require so many blanchings to 
mprove them. 


If it is necessary to keep vegetables 


for a few days spread them upon the 
cellar floor, or where it is perfectly cool 
and dry, but out of reach of air cur- 
rents. 
Keep each variety by itself, to 


save it from deteriorating in flavor. 
Carrots, turnips, beets, potatoes and 
beans keep well jn the cellar if they are 


j placed in dry sand. Cabbages, if spread 
out on earth in a good cellar, will ke^p 
for several months. Celery and leeks 
may also be kept several months in 
boxes of earth. Onions should be huns 
in a cool, dry place. The stalk ends of 
asparagus and cucumbers are said to be 
better if they are kept in about two 
Inches of cold water.—Boston Budget 
and Bacon. 


Compote of Pears. 


Pare and core eight cooking peara, 


place them in a stewpan with one- 
half pint water and one-half pound 
sugar, four cloves, a small piece of 
cinnamon, a piece of lemon peel; boil 
gently for two hours, or until 
the 


pears are tender, 
then 
strain 
the 


sirup; add a glass of claret, let the 
pears boll in this for two or three 
minutes, then when cool arrange the 
pieces of pears in a glass dlslt and 
pour the sirup over. 


HINTS TO HOUSEKEEPERS. 


In dressing salads do not use a com- 


bination of sugar and vinegar or sal' 
and vinegar. The latter will be founJ 
most useful in cleaning brass, but is 
not particularly good for one's stom- 
ach. Use a mixture of oil and vinegar, 
delicately seasoned. 


A simple method of cleaning lamp 


chimneys—hold in the steam from a 
kettle, and polish with a newspaper. 


It must not be forgotten that pet cats 


like a bit of something green to nibble 
at in winter. Pieces of lettuce or even 
celery will be appreciated by theni. 
Some people keep a tiny lot of oats or 
grass growing in the kitchen window 
especially for the felines to nibble. 


A belt of woven material has been 


designed, it is said, for the kitchen 
broom. It can be clasped around th'j 
center of the broom and will prevent 
it from spreading too much, and thus 
lessening its days ot usefulness. 


If soot is dropped on a carpet, throw- 


down an equal quantity of salt anJ 
sweep it all off together. 


To freshen up leather chair seats, 


valises, bags, book covers, etc., which 
have become shabby, or spotty, rub 
them with the well beaten white of an 
egg. 


Mats of asbestos that completely cov- 


er the dining tables are now manufac- 
tured. They are placed under the ta- 
blecloth to keep the heat of hot dishes 
from penetrating to the polished wood 
beneath. 


A floor should never bo swept when- 


there is a contagious patient. Ir should 
be washed with a cloth and dipped in 
borax water, so that no dust, annoys 
the patient and no assortment of germ* 
arc tlung up in ihe aid to drift out of 
the window.—Boston Budget and Bea- 
con. 


An Authority Oivec Ad«ic« About 


Fi«pa:-ation of Floor and How 


to JCe«u It Clean. 


"When you buy a house." said Al- 


pheus Tucker, who represents a Chi- 
cago manufactory that makes hard- 
wood floors, •'exanilue the doors care- 
fully; It may save you many days of 
trouble. If can*euu*rs would be care- 
ful to s«« that hardwood floors are 
perfectly driven together ther'd bt; 
fewer worried housewives in thU land 
of ours. Hardwoor flooring should bf 
kiln dried and the building in which 
it is laid should be thoroughly dry. 
too. 
Too many persons 
Insist 
on 


moving into houses too soon; they 
don't give the building time to dry 
out. aud the result is that all the rest 
of life is filled with sorrow and com- 
plaining. 


"We positively di^courafe the use 


of oils on maple floors, as It has a 
tendency to discolor the wood aud 
make it look dirty and greasy. If a 
finished floor is desired, we suggest 
applying two light coats of varnish. 
Should the gloss of a varnish floor 
not be desired, rub the floor lightly 
with a good rubbing oil and pumice 
stone with a piece of burlap. Then 
wipe dry and the gloss will have dis- 
appeared, leaving a dull finish, which 
is desired by many. 


"All floors should be 'gone over' 


from time to time and touched up. 
In the 
regular 
housecleaning 
the 


housekeeper should pin a soft cloth- 
over her broom, wetting the cloth and 
wringing it out so that the dust will 
adhere to it. but be sure to go over 
the floor with a dry cloth afterward. 
In case some dirt adheres to the floor 
use lukewarm water and soap, being 
particular to cleanse off as quickly 
as possible and wipe dry. 
For re- 


moving stains use a cloth saturated 
with turpentine or benzine. 
If the 


floor looks dull, get, at a small cost, 
some floor reviver, saturate a cloth 
with it, wring out half dry and rub 
the floor with It, and you'll get the 
desired result." 


Mr. Tucker says the idea, once pop- 


plar. of having different 
kinds 
of 


wood in a floor has been superseded. 
The finest floor, he says, is that laid 
with one kind of wood, highly pol- 
fshed. It is considered "better taste." 
—Kansas City Star. 


THE VALUE OF PARAFFIN. 


The Housewife Seems Ignorant of tbe 


Many Purposes to Which 


It Jf ay Be Put. 


Few people understand the value of 


paraffin, it being very useful for vari 
ous purposes in the household as well 
as for many kinds of outside work. 
Most housekeepers know of Its use- 
fulness for covering jam and jelly, bu: 
that is ot'teu as far as their experlencs 
goes. About an eighth of an inch ia 
thickness is required for this uSe, anJ 
If it Is carefully washed after beinar 
removed from the glass it can be melt- 
ed and used again. 


For all purposes for which paraffin 


is used it is first melted and then 
poured over the surface, which should 
be cold to give the best results. 


For sealing bottles of pickles or cat- 


sup push the cork into the bottle so us 
to leave a hollow at least a fourth Oi 
an inch deep. Fill this with melte'l 
paraffin and the bottle will be aii- 
tight. 


If the corks in bottles which contain 


acid or other strong chemicals are laid 
in hot paraffin until they are soaker! 
with it the contents of the bottle wi'l 
have no effect on them, as paraffin ia 
acid proof. 


For cleaning flattrons or waxing 


thread paraffin can be used exactly like 
beeswax. 


The best cheese will often lose its 


flayfl- during hot weather and thU 
coating of wax will prevent It, also 
prevent loss in weight by shrinkage. 


Eggs can be perfectly preserved for 


a long time by its use, simply dipping 
them in paraffin so that a very thin 
coating is formed all over them. 


Farmers who cure the 
hams and 


shoulders of pork will find paraffin .1 
fine protection from the action of the 
air and the ravages of insects. 


Wooden tubs and pails in which but- 


ter, pickles and other products air 
stored can he made watertiglt by its 
use and the wax. only a film over the'.r 
surface, will effectually rr3*ent the - 
contents from absoibing any of tti'3 
taste of the wood as well as hinder tb; 
absorption of odors by the tub. 


To get the best results have the tub 


not only clean and dry but slight); 
warm, so that the wax will enter tin 
pores of the wood.—Chicago Chroni- 
cle.

GOOD HOARHOUND CANDY. 


Recipe for a Home-Jfade Medicine 


Sure to Find Favor with the 


Fastidious Children. 


Old—fashioned folks considered hoar- 


hound a specific for '•coughs, colds and 
all bron-i-kal affections," as the train 
boys say. The bed of hoarhound froiii 
which the writer gathers, for candy, 
was planted about 1840. It has outlived 
its more fragile sister herbs. And if tbe 
season is not too severe, its crumpled 
leaves defy frost far into the winter. 


Children object bitterly to medicine. 


as medicine. But as candy, that's dif- 
ferent. And it takes but a little while 
to make a cough candy that will please 
both the little ones and the grown-ups, 
tod. Cover a good handful of the green 
leaves with bolting water, and put them 
on the stove to simmer until the liquid 
is dark brown. Then pour water off. 
through a tea strainer. There should 
be a little more than half a cup. Meas- 
ure one and one-half cups brown sugar 
Into a deep granite saucepan. Pour the 
liquid over it, and stir until every lump 
is dissolved. 
Place over a quick fire, 


and stir constantly until it begins to 
boil. Just then add a generous table- 
spoon of vinegar and stop stirring. 
Watch it carefully to see that It does 
not boil over. If it shows symptoms of 
burniug.drawto acoolerpartof the stove 
but keep boiling. Try, in cold water, 
until it strings from the spoon, in nne 
threads. It will take about 20 minutes. 
Pour in well-buttered tins, score in lit- 
tle squares, and set in a cool place to 
harden. 
The children will want you 


to do it again.—Orange Judd Farmer. 


To Brighten Carpet.

When u church 


wakes reason the court aj> last ap- 
jjeal for all these question, holds 
that the Scriptures are a sacred lit- 
erature and not an infallible statute 
book, that conflicting legend* are 
part of i he poetry of religion, and 
not when the church holds strongly 
to immortality and exalts the leader- 
ship of Jesus to the first place, its 
adjustment to the Easter festival 
may seem to present 
difficulties. 


These difficulties do not exist to the 
Instructed student of religion who j« 
dealing with essential Christianity.* 


Accounts of the resurrection of 


Jesus do not agree. The earliest one 
makes the most reticent statement of 
all. 
namely, thut "He appeared." 


This statement in the fifteenth chap- 
ter of the first Epistle to the Corin- 
thians represents the oldest writings 
of the New Testament period. We 
do uoi doubt that to the mind of his 
disciples, ardently expecting the end 
of the age and the return of Jesus, 
He was as completely alive after his 
death as He was before. But that 
which is common to that time and 
this is not an agreement: as to a 
phenomenal apparition of Jesus, but 
the passion for immortality, which is 
fundamental to the thinking and 
feeling of all times. The human soul 
thinks that it shall not die, and eas- 
ily interprets an immortal existence 
for those who seem fittest to live. 
Leading 
this 
great 
company 
of 


deathless spirits appear the Man of 
Nazareth. In this respect the festival 
of Easter becomes the celebration of 
the eternal life, the festival of im- 
mortality. 


It was a poetic and Just concep- 


tion of an English writer in speak- 
ing of the disciple who ran to the 
tomb and looked in. and "beheld a 
young man sitting where the body of 
Jesus had lain." that they beheld the 
vision of humanity's immortal youth. 
Nature does not 
know the word 


death. Two words It knows and in- 
sistently 
repeats — "change" and 


"continuance." The signs of change 
are sometimes so many that they 
seem to crowd away the certainty of 
continuance. Aud yet to the modern 
mind there is but one energy, and all 
forces are modes of its manifestation, 
and the universe seems "constant to- 
a constant change." But it knows no 
such word as death. 


The story of the resurrection of 


Jesus is the natural sequel to such a 
life of celestial gravitation. 
The 


Christian Church has been so inteiy: 
upon magnifying His death as a 
means of eternal life to His followers 
that it has lost sight of the repug- 
nance which He Himself seems to 
have felc to the use of the word 
death. 


The record of what He said is full 


of life. "1 am come that they might 
have life, and that they might have 
it abundantly." "This is life eternal 
that they may know Thee, the only 
tr'ie God and Jesus Christ whom 
Thou hast sent." "1 am the resur-» 
lection and the life," which He is 
represented to have said long before 
His dying. "He that believcth in ile 
shall never die." 


Easter thus bccoaies a festival of 


the reviving hope of eternal life, as 
its season marks the s;ir\;"lng of liv- 
ing things from the semblance of 
death. The Christian Church has 
not invented its festivals, the human 
heart has demanded them. 
The 


Christian Church could never have 
ordained any rite that wojld last un- 
less it had answered some great 
manifold protean but persisting ne- 
cessity in human nature. 


So the rationalist in religion finds 


abundant reason for singing the Eas- 
ter carols which are the poetical ex- 
pression of a poetry deeper than 
themselves. Just as all niuslc is in 
nature before it is In any instrument, 
so all divine services arc but a part 
of that divinity "which springs up in 
nature as law and in the human ex- 
perience as love." 
There can bo no 


substitute for the consciousness of 
the life of the soul in God. — Rev. 
Thomas Slict-r.
